Mr. J. Millar, of 
that township, lot 25, concession 7, has 
left at the Examiner office a sample of 
the extraordinary productiveness of a 
single grain of winter wheat. From 
this single grain the large number of 70 
distinct straws “stcoled ” ont, each 
straw bearing a well-developed head of 
wheat, the heads containing on an aver- 
age 35 grains. This would make the 
yield from.a single kernel 2,450 grains. 
A. 100-fold is considered a good yield, 
but 2,460-fold is beyond all precedent. 
The stray was over fiye feet in height, 
This fextraordinary growth and yield 
was from the virgin soil of a new plot 
of ground. The curious may see the 
little forest of stalks that crew from a 
single grain of wheat at this office.

#ary that they be strictly fresh and 
in good condition, if not it ts time 
and labor thrown away to try to do 
anything with them as the result will 
be far from satisfactory. 

Cana that are to be used a second 
time should be thoroughly washed and 
scalded as soon as they are emptied, 
The rubbers and lida should be wash- 


wanted. 

We do not recommend the ase of tin 
cans and think the glass ones prefer- 
able in all cases. Tomatoes and other 


cana are used. 

Before filling the cana they. should 
be washed thoroughly in soap suds 
and well rinsed. The rubbers should 
also be washed. Self-eealing glase jara 
are the best to use. 

If the cans are set in a pan con- 
taining cold water, while filling them, 
there will be no danger of the cans 
breaking. They should be taken out 
88 soon as filled and sealed at once. 
The cans must be filled to the very 
top edge and the juice should be added 
along with the pieces of fruit #o that 
it will fil in between each piece and 
thus shut out the air. 

New rubbers should be used, er if 
old ones are used, it is better to use 
two in place of one. They should fit 
the can perfectly and not bulge out 
when the lid is screwed on. It has been 
said that when there are no rubb 
to fit the cans a narrow strip of glas- 
ed cotton batting may be put around 
the can before the lid is fitted. 

Tin or brass kettles should never be 
used to cook fruit in. A porcelain-lin- 
ed kettle or one of granite-ware is 
much better. 

If canned fruit becomes soft, fades 
or loses its flavor it uw because not 
enough sugar was used in. canning it; 
or if the fruit settles in the cans it 
is gencrally because not enough juice 
was put in the can, 

Vegetables must be oooked very 
thoroughly and put in the cans while 
boiling hot, seal them up at once. 
Always remember fruit and vegetables 
both will keep better if placed in a 
cool, dark cellar. We give below a 
few recipes and gpa taken 
from an exchange, t t we think es- 
pecially good: 

Always use fruit that le in good 
condition. When ready to do canning, 
give it your undividea attenton; 
mot hurry, as 9 rege 0 ge take 
your time and t well,

The Board of Examiners for the coun- | 
ty of Hastings met on Monday evening. 
the Sth inst.. in Madoc, and considered. 
among other matters, applications for 
admission to the Model School and for 
the renewal of certificates that have ex- 
pired, or will soon expire. In regard to 
the latter,they have in every instance ad- | 
hered to the rale laid down for their own | 
guidance on former occasions. namely: — 
All candidates for renewals and exten- 
sions will be required to pass the profes- 
sional examination for Third Class cer- 
tifieates and to make fifty per cent. on | 
each subject and sixty per cent. on the | 
total. 

This regulation has already been pub- 
lished in the newspapers of the county 
and those interested notified that 're- 
newals will,in no case, be granted except 
en these conditions, bat attention i« 
now called again to this subject in or- 
der to make it clear that this requirement 
is intended to benefit the schools of the 
county and to elevate the status of the 
teaching profession. 

This examination is a purely profes- 
sional one, and a teacher who has suc- 
ceeded in passing it. and has then been 
engaged for some years in actual pro- 
fessional work ought to be able to do 
better.at the end of the time than at 
the beginning. Good teachers grow. 
Those.who do not improve by practice 
and experience but rather deteriorate 
ought, in the interest of the schools and 
for their own profit, to seek another 
profession. 

The subjects on which re-examina- 
tion is required are school manage- 
ment, the science of education, methods 
in teaching, school law, and hygiene. 
all subjects with which daily experience 
in teaching ought to make the teacher 
increasingly familiar. On entering the 
profession, fifty per cent. in each sub- 
ject is required and fifty per cent. on the 
total; for renewals an increase of ten 
per cent. on the total is asked for. 

The public will not be slow to per- 
ceive that the schools ought to be bene- 
fited materially through this action of 
the Board of Examiners, 

Practical teaching, in the prasence of 
the examiners, will not be required for 
renewals, so that ‘such candidates will 
be kept from their schools for as short 
a time as possible. 

Those who wish renewals should 
notify one of the Inspectors, not later 
than November 15th. 

The Board are ploased to find that 
only four schools in the whole county 
are now employing teachers holding 
District certificatesand they hope in the 
not distant future to be able to dispense 
with these limited certificates alto- 
gether: At the end of the year, less 
than halfa dozen of this sort will be 
a3 many as will have any chance of ob- 
taining situations.

STUDY SANITATION. 


Because a knowledge of it does not 
“come by nature,” any more than a 
knowledge of arithmetic or sewing, 
and because its intelligent practice lies 
at the very foundation of that whole- 
ness or health on which the happiness 
of a household and the capacity of its 
members for usefulness depend. It is 
woman's divinely appointed mission to 
watch over all the processes that go 
to the building up of a healthy body—~ 
processes far more under human con- 
trol than the unrefleoting imagine; 
and though we are not accustomed to 
think of moral qualities as the out- 
come of physicial conditions, when one 
has seen an amiable and mild-man- 
nered man transformed into an iras- 
cible churl under the pain of an ache 
in the face or a jumping toothache, one 
perceives the connection. 

What is sanitation? It is the prac- 
tical application of sanitary science and 
the laws of hygiene to the preservation 
of health. 

Another definition might be, defend- 
ing the body from any influence that 
can injure it or obstruct its functions 
and this, under the comprehensive 
title of “Preventive Medicine,” has be- 
come of the commonest of the current 
phrases of the day. 

Seventeen years ago the late Dr. B. 
W. Richardson, then President of the 
British Medical Association, said: “I 
want etrongly to enforce that it is the 
women on whom full sanitary light re- 
quires to fall. Health in the home is 
health everywhere ; elsewhere it has no 
abiding-place. I have been brought by 
experience to the conclusion that the 
whole future of the sanitary movement 
rests for permanent and executive sup- 
port on the women of the country. The 
men of the house come and go, know 
little of the ins and outs of anything 
domestic, are guided by what they are 
told, and are practically of no assist- 
ance whatever. The women are con- 
veraant with every nook of the dwell- 
ing. from the basement to roof, and on 
their knowledge, wisdom, and skill the 
physician rests his hopes when call- 
ed to a case of contagious disease. How 
important, then, how vital, that they 
should learn as part of their earliest 
duties the choicest sanitary code.”

MERITS OF BRITISH AND UNITED 
STATES WARSHIPS. 


British Gens Ave the Best—As « Matter of 
Projectiie: Theat t @ette a ttiterens

The American Navy is maturally and 
yaatifiably exultant at the brilliant 
victories which it has won with each 
comeummate ease, writes a earal ex- 
pert In the London Dally Mail. It is, 
quite reasonably, disposed to consider 
ite ships, gune and men the very beat 
in the world. All thie must be taken 


inte account in framing a judicious 


estimate of this traly startling inter- 
view. 

To tura now to the facts upon which 
our American bases bis  criticiam, 
Firstly, In repeated engagements with 
shore batteries, and in one very fierce 
and protracted engagement with « 
small but powerfnl Spanish squadron, 
no American ship has suffered serious 
injury. From the latest information 
it does appear that American ships 
were hit. ‘fhe Brooklyn, we read, 
waa struck thirty-seven times, -the 
Oregon onoe, the Iowa four times and 
the Texes twice. No particulars are 
given as to the weight or size of the 
Spanish projectiles which dealt these 
blows, Consequently it is a little dit- 
ficult as yet for us to draw conclu- 
sions. 

Secondly, the American ships have 
endured the heavy firing and concus- 
sion of their own weapons well. Some 
damage was self-inflicted at Manila 
but the structures of the vessels do 
not appear to have suffered at San 
Juan, at Santiago, or in the encounter 
with Cervera. As some English critics 
have affirmed that American ships 
were structurally weak—and it will be 
remembered that two years ago the 
Columbia : 


SUSTAINED SERIOUS INJURY 


when in dry-dock because of sach weak- 
nese—this fact is interesting and im- 
portant. 

American guns are not, I take it, so 
good as ours. The 60-ton weapon is a 
fine and powerful gun, and has stood 
the strain of prolonged firing, but it 
is not better than the British 67-ton 
gun, and is inferior, both in rapidity 
of fire and penetration through ar- 
mour, to our 46-ton wire weapon. There 
can be little doubt that our 6-in. and 
4.7-in, weapons of the quick firer type 
are ahead of anything now manufac- 
tured in the United States.. The Bri- 
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tish-built New Orleans is pronounced | ¢In 


by American naval officers in the Weat 
Indies, the best cruiser of her size in 
the United States Navy. Her guns 
have excited particular admiration, ow- 
ing to their simplicity, accuracy, and 
rapidity of \fire. 

When we turn from guns to projec- 
tiles and a r we are upon less cer- 
tain ground. )Two years ago the Am- 
evican Carpenter and Wheeler-Ster- 
ling shells were better than anything 
made in England. It is possible that 
to-day they are ahead of our projec- 
tilea, though with the very great atten- 
tion given to thip point by British 
manufacturers recently it is not alto. 
gether likely. Our Hadfield projectiles 
are, I believe, among the very best. 
Still, the American Navy is probably 
at this present minute supplied with 
better armour-piercing projectiles than 
the British Navy, for the reason that 
the United States did ‘undoubtedly get 
ahead of us. 

In the matter of armour-plates Eng- 
land fell behind, because for some reas 
on or other, the Admiralty in our ear- 
lier Harveyed plates did not use nick- 
el. The Americans adopted nickel steel 
which has performed wonderfully in 
trials. But here again, Iam glad to 
way, we have advanced greatly. The 
Krupp gas-hardening process which has 
been adopted by our three great ar- 
mour-making firms, when applied to 
nickel steel plates, such as we now use, 
gives splendid results, The firm of 
Vickers has particularly distinguish- 
ed itself, for the armour which it has 
turned out in the last few months.

LARGEST IN THE WORLD. 

New Grand Trunk @ficesin Montreal Wil 
Mave an Acreage ef Twe Million Cubtc 
Feet. 

A despatch from Montreal says :— 
~~Mr, R. A. Waite, the architect of the 
new Grand Trunk general offices, is 
busily employed in thia city on the 
plans, which he hopes to have in such 
an advanced condition that the con- 
tracts can be let during the coming 
month, and the work immediately com- 
menced. The new building will be the 
largest suite of railway offices in the 
world, They will fill an area of two 
million cubic feet, or six hundred thou- 
sand cubic feet larger than the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading offices at Phil- 
adelphia, the present largest building 
of its kind in the world. The build- 
ing will be five storeys high, and the 
front will be of what is known as the 
Ne gree style.

Sale of Pirearina: 


usseal almost 


In view of the fact that dealers in | 
firearms and the public generally are 
not aware that a strict view is taken by 
the law in regad to the sale of pistols, 
air guns or ammunition to minors, or 
the disposal of firearms to anyone with- 
out a record being kept of the sale. The 
following extracts are published from 
the statute in that behalf: 

Sec. 106, 

1. Every one is guilty of an offence 
and liable on summary conyiction toa 
penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, who 
sells or gives any aes or air gun. or 
any ammunition therefore, to a minor 
under the age of sixteen years, unless 
he establishes, to the satisfaction of the 
justice before whom he is charged, that 
he used reasonable diligence in en- 
deayoring to ascertain the age of the 
minor before making snch- sale or gift 
and that he had good reason to believe 
that such minor was not under the age 
of sixteen. 

Everyone is guilty of an offence 
aid liable on Summary conyiction to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
| lars, who sells any pistol or air gun 
without keeping a record of such sale, 
thereof and the maker’s name or any 
other mark by which such arm may be 
identified.

DREYFUS EXONERATED. 
Be Was Convicted on Ferged Dera men te 
Li.-del, Henry € ae feeard. 


A despatch from Paris, re: — The 
arrest of Lieut.<olone! Henry, on the 
discovery that he is the author of an 
important letter which figured in the 
Dreyfus case, in one of the moat sen- 
sational developments in the whole of 
this extraordinary affair. Colonel Hen- 
ty has been throughout the fighting 
champion of the army against Colonel 
Picquart, with whom he fought a duel. 
This new development evidently en- 
tirely alters the aspece\ot both the 
Dreyfus and the Zola cases and prac. 
tically nullifies the evidence of Gen- 
erala Pellieux and Boisdeffere, and the 
declarations ef the Minister for War, 
M. Cavaignao, in the Chamber of De- 
puties. 

In fact, some people believe that 
perhaps the reai turning polmt inj the 
Dreyfus case has been reached and 
that the arrest of Colonel Henry will 
lead to arevision of the trial of the 
prisoner of Devil's Island. 


FORGED PROOF OF GUILT. 


It appears that so soon as M. Cavaig- 
mac assumed the office of Minister of 
War he charged the official burean 
to make athorough research of the 
Dreyfus case, and it was this inquiry 
which resulted in the discovery of 
documenta lately read in the Chamber 
of Deputies by M. Cavaignac showing 
that proof of the guilt of Dreyfus waa 
forged. When Colonel Henry was sum- 
moned to the Ministry of War and 
Was questioned by M. Cavaignac in the 
presence of General Boisdeffere and 
others he at first affirmed the authen- 
ticity of the incriminating document. 
But, when discrepancies were pointed 
out he at first admitted adding sen- 
tences and finally confessed to fabri- 
cating the whole letter. [t ia affirmed, 
however, that this discovery has not 
changed M. Cavaignac’s belief in the 
culpability of Dreyfus, but the Min- 
ister is determined to punish all the 
guilty parties no matter what their 
rank or position may be. Celonel 
Henry is to be ‘tried by court-martial.

AGUINALDO TO THE POWERS. 


tie Aske Them te Recognize the Philippine 
Repabltc. 

A despatch from Manila says:—Agu- 
inaldo, the insurgent leader, has is 
‘sued a memorial addressed to all the 
foreign powers reciting the fact that 
the Filipinos have formed a Govern- 
ment under the constitution adopted 
on June 23rd. : 

He adds that the Fillpino forces have 
since carried on a campaign of liberty, 
taken forty provineas, and have reduc- 
ed Manila. They have 9,000 prisoners. 

Peace and tranquility prevail in the 
conquered provinces, and there is no 
resistance to Aguinaldo’s authority. 
The campaign, the memorial says, was 
conducted with due regard to the rules 
of civilized warfare. 

He asks for the recognition of the 
independence of ile Philippine Repub- 
lic, or, failing in that, to grant the 
Filipinos belligerent rights. The United 
States are not mentioned in the me- 
morial.

BEGGARS WITH FORTUNES. 


Instances Where Some Prefeasional Beg 
gare Have Become Wealthy. 

When Tori, a well known Italian pro- 
fessional beggar, died last year, there 
were found hidden away in his rooms 
bank books, securities, gold and silver, 
amounting collectively to the value of 
upward of 2,000,000 francs, or ,8400,- 
000. His heirs were two nephews, who 
for years had been existing in a estate 
of pitiable poverty. 

In 1859, a beggar who died in Aux- 
erre, France, was found to have 1,000,000 
francs in bonds in a trunk, and in his 
cellar 400 bottles of wine of the vintage 
of 1790. In the same year an old beg- 
gar woman, named Marie Dufour, who 
ocoupied a wretched garret at a house 
in the Rue de Sevres, Paris, was found 
dead in her bed. In a bundle belong- 
ing to her were found a deposit re- 
ceipt for 30,000 frances in the name of 
the deceased and government securi- 
ties representing an annual income of 
530 france. 

A tan named Gustave Marcellin. a 
professional beggar was found dead in 
his room in the Rue Puy Guillaume, 
Avignon, in November, 1892. A search 
led to the discovery of French gov- 
ernment bonds and various securities 
to the value of $100,000. He left a pa- 
per requesting that his savings might 
be divided equally between the City 
and the Bureau de Bienfaisance. 

The wealthiest living professional 
beggar, Simon Oppasich, waa in 1893 
sentenced to seven years’ hard labor 
for perjury. He was born without feet 
or arms, and his physical defects 
brought him exceptional sympathy and 
cash. In 1880, at the age of forty-ser-

The harvest pro»peots in England this 
year are sald to be better than for 
many years. The hay crop ts desorit- 
ed aa the beat on record, both as to 
quantity and quality, and farmers are 
preparing to increase their stocks of 
cattle, The wheat crop although 
variable in some parte, promises well 
wenerally. The area under cultiva- 
tion forthe present yearia estimated | 
at 2,150,000 sores, as against 1,996,396) 
in 1897, and the average yield per 
aore is expected to be about the same, 
that is, 29 bushels. This, however, is 
@ good way below that of 1806, which 
was $3.63 bushels per acre. The total 
yield for 1897 wae a little over 56,200, 
000 bushels, while that for thie year 
ia caloulated at about 68,360,000 bushels. 
The only anxiety is about the price. 
If that now ruling holda the farmer 
will have better resulta than he has 
known aince 1801; bat the fear is that 
the increased acreage everywhere put 
under wheat in consequence of the high 
prices of last year may have a pre- 
Judicial effect on these for the pres 
ent crop. The eppearance of india 
again as a wheat exporter, it wae fear 
ed, would injure the p: of the) 
English farmer, but it is now expected 
that the injury by heat and drought 
to the Russian crops will more than 
counterbalance the Indian supply. 
There is also a bope that the conditions 
of trade between the United States and 
England may continue such that the 
Amerioan farmera may be induced to 
bold their orops for good prices, and 
8 maintain the market. 

For the moment the English farm- 
er is in good heart, and is even indulg- 
ing in anticipations that the agitation 
for the institution of national granarica 
may bring him some edvantage. Their 
establishment would act as a bounty 
wp proiuoction, which would tend to in-

The Paid Informer. 


Cases Against Hotel-keepers Dismissed by 
the Judge. 

Belleville, Sept. 16..—On the 20th 
of July last Samuel Curry, of the 
Queens, and James EK. Ketcheson, 
of the Windsor, were Convicted by 
Police Magistrate Flint of selling 
liquor during prohibited hours on 
Saturday, 9th July. Both convic- 
tions were obtained on the evidence 
of two paid informers, Jas. E. Wan- 
mamaker and Marshall Furnieat 
who had been employed by Provin- 
cial Officer Thos. H. James, of Trent- 
on, at the rate of 85 for each con- 
viction, nothing to be paid where 
no conviction was obtained, The 
case was appealed and retired by 
Judge Fralick. His Honor, after 
hearing the eyidence and the 
argument of counsel, b»xpressing 
himself as satisfied with the denial, 
and said he had nd sympathy with 
the methods of paid detective. His 
Honor gave judgment quashing both 
convictions, with costs, to be paid by 
the inspector.

Ontario's Birth Rate.

In reference to the reeent discus- 
sion in the Provincial Synod (Ang- 
lican) respecting the low birth rate 
in Ontario, Dr. Bryce, Deputy Reg- 
istrar-General, in an interview yes- 
terday admitted that the rate is, 
according to the records, apparent- 
ly pretty low. He pointed out that 
Ontario, being a rural Province, 
could not be cumpared in respect to 
the birth rate with England or 
France, where the population is 
largely urban in proportion. In 
corroboration of this assertion he 
pointed to the Scotch retarns, which 
disclose a very marked difference 
between the counties and cities in 
the birth rate. In comparing this 
Province with older counties allow- 
ance™ must also be made for 
the greater perfection in the 
system of registration which has 
been attained in those countries.- In 
1896 the system of registration in 
force in Ontario was materially im- 
proved, and the rate went up with 
a bound during the next year as a 
result. The system, however, is 
not yet as complete and perfect as 
in the countries referred to, and is 
still capable of improvement, and 
especially, in its opération in the 
country districts, where it is diffi- 
cult to obtain full registration.— 
Toronto Globe - ‘ 
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Judging a Cow. 


It may truly be said that to know a 
cow well she must be examined intern- 
ally, 80 as to judge and score her heart, 
lungs. liver and stomach, which is not 
possible, but dairymoen are content to 
form a favourable opinion of a cow in 
that respect if she has a deep body, in- 
dicating the possession of large digest- 
ive organs. Long experience has 
taught progressive dairymen that a 
cow having a wedge-shaped form, the 
rear being wide, the udder large and 
extending well both front and back, 
with the teats set recularly and well 
apart, is usually one that will not dis- 
appoint her owner, but as the individu- 
ality of the animal is also a factor in 
the breed, the disposition, freedom from 
disease and quality of the product must 
be considered, especially as no two 
cows are alike, and the quantity and 
quality of the milk and butter may 
vary with the same individual daily. 
The calf should also conform to t 
shape of the cow, and eyen the embryo 
adder will give some indication of its 
futere. An experienced breeder gives 
this rule for judging of a cow or calt 
by its appearance: With the eye mea- 
sure the distance from the tail about 
half-way down the rump, as it afore 
straight down, to the rear line of the 
thigh, and the greater the distance be- 
tween those points, and the more curv- 
ing the thigh, the better the cow, The 
hips must curve away from the tail as 
the indication of a good milker,

It is probable that to-day the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Grand Trank rail- 
ways will announce their new passen- 
ger tariffs f points in eastern to 
pointe in west Canada, and which, 
when effected on September 25, will 
end the rate war. It is not at all im- 
probable that when the new tariffs are 
put in Canadians may find that they 
will have to pay more than ever to 
travel to the west, for there is a ramor 
that the Canadian Pacific proposes to 
put into effeet the tariffs previously 
used by the American lines before the 
rate war commenced. This would 
make the Canadian Pacific tariff $7.50 
higher on first and $5 higher on second- 
class tickets than it was before.

Proposal to Expel ‘Methodists who Dance

Toronto, September 12.—Thoso mem- 
bers of the Methodist Church in Canada 
who disobey the discipline of the 
Church by playing cards, dancing and 
going to the theatres will be expelled 
from church membership, if Mr. Nixon, 
of Winnipeg, has his way. He vester- 
day afternoon gave notice of the follow- 
ing resolution : 

** Whereas. this General Conference 
has decided that the footnote to Wes- 
lev'’s rule of membership be retained as 
part of the discipline of the Church:

Me Says 14 Was Mia tical te Btrtke Soctety 
tn @ne of Ets Samemitis. 

A despatch from Vienna smys:—The 
Geneva correspondent of one of _ the 
Vienna papers reports Luocesi, the as- 
aassin of the Empress of Austria, as 
saying in an interview: 

“I am « soft-hearted, glorious An- 
archist, It waa my ideal to strike eo- 
ciety in one of its summits. I have 
attained that ideal, andam indifferent 
to what the world says. IJ am no 
coward—I fear not death. I have ad- 
dreased a prayer to the Federal Coun- 
cll to judge mein Lucerne, where capi- 
tal punishment is in foros. I wish to 
suffer the guillotine. The judge inter- 
posed, calling this swaggering, know-~ 
ing the impossibility of it.” 

Questioned ff he avenged his father- 
leas poverty, he answered : 

“No; I fulfilled a mission. You may 
take me for an Anarchist or a scoun- 
dral, a coward ora brave man. I am 
satisfied with my deed; that suffices.” 

I asked whether he worked in 
Trieste. He said be bad other irons 
in the fire in Trieste. 

The correspondent asked: 

“Did you hear the funeral kell 
ring for your victim? 

“I heard the bella, but considered 
them the funeral knell of the bour- 
geoisie, whom I detest.” 

VIBWED THE CATAPALQUE. 

The public was permitted to view 
the casket containing the remains of 
the late Empresa of Austria on Friday. 
It reposed on « catafalque in the 
chapel of Hofburg. where masses were 
celebrated incessantly at three altare 
until noon. 

On the casket were four wreaths, 
sent by the children and grandchildren 
of the deceased, while many other 
floral offerings were upon the walls of 
the chapel. At the head of the casket 
were the Imperial crown, the cornet 
of an archduchess. and the jewelled 
ordera of the kate Empresa. At the 
foot of the casket were a black fan and 
a pair of white gloves. Life Guarde- 
men were stationed at each corner of 
the catafalque. 

There was a steady procession of peo- 
ple untiltheohurech closed at 5 o'clock, 
among them Prince Albert of Belgium 
and other persons of high rank. Even 
after the doors were shut thousands 
remained outside. 

It transpired that a painful scene oo- 
curred at the church. The Emperor 
was prostrated with grief. Upon ar- 
riving at the Hoefburg chapel on 
Thuraday night his Majesty became al- 
most unconscious from the intensity of 
his emotions. Many of those present 
wept in sympathy.

Special efforts will be put forth 
to cater to the wants of the co-opera- 
tive stores, with which England is 
honeycombed, the army and navy con- 
tractora, the hotels, and other large 
consumers. Periodical auction sales 
will also be held at central warehous- 
es of the corporation. 

The capital bas been almost entirely 
subseribed by Englishmen, but a few 
thousand shares have been reserved 
for investment by Canadians. The 
board of directora includes Col. J.

He ate a hearty break- 
fast, and was in good spirits when 
Rev. Mr. Leith came in about six o'clock 
never leaving the side of the doomed 
man until the last. The clergyman, 
though greatly puzzled by the variable 
temper of his charge, believes that he 
had made his peace with his God.

A despatch from Kingston, Jamaica, 
says:—Detaila of the hurricane are 
constantly coming in, which ahow the 
disaster to have been infintiely worse 
than at firet was supposed. The destruc 
tion at Barbadoes waa fully equal to 
that of St. Vincent, while St. Lucid 
also suffered considerably. The Island 

of Barbadoes, presenting practically a 

blank surface, was completely swept 

by the vortex of the cyclone, the re- 
sult being that the entire area of cul- 
tivation was obliterated, while « ma- 
jority of the residences and other build- 
ings were destroyed and two-thirds of 


‘the population of 160 to the square 


mile were rendered homeless. The pop- 
ulation was seeking sheller at Bridge- 
town and other centres only to find 
them little more than masses of ruina, 
The consequent distress ie unparallel- 
ed in the history of the West Indies 
and the Governor has cabled that in- 
stant and’ continuous outside relief ig 
abaolutely necessary in order to aver 
widespread famine and possibly a re- 
sultant pestilence. 

The actual extent of the fatalities has 
not yet been ascertained owing to the 
extent of the ruin wrought throughout 
the island. Apparently the damage in 
St. Lucia was comparatively less enor- 
mous, although very serious, Man 
plantations and houses were destroyed, 
temporarily paralysing indastry. The 
loss of life in St. Lucia was compara- 
tively small. No estimate of the sbip- 
ping casualties is yet possible.

If that ia impracticable, 
cook plenty of seed with them. é 
Peach Janket—Bring a quart of rich 
new milk to a boil, sweeten it with 
four tablespoons of sugar, and flavor 
it to taste. When blood warm, add 
to it two teaspoons of prepared rennet. 
Peal and halve o dozen clearstone 
peaches. Drop brandy on some lumps 
of sugar and put one in the place of 
each seed. Set the halves together 
in the bottom of a cup, and fill the

Peaches in Jelly—Prepare the fruit 
as for junket, but det it in clear glass 
nappica. Make ao clear lemon jelly, 
using the fruit gelatine, and flavot ‘it 
with ginger, and the juice of two 
fresh lemons. Just as it begins to 
set, pour enough around the peaches 
to half cover tnem. Set them on ice 
with the rest of the jelly. When it 
is hard break it up into small blocks 
and heap them over the tops of the 
Peaches. Gerve with cream or sweet 
white. wine. 

Peach Cream—This has but one draw- 
back. It must be prepared on the in- 
stant of serving. You need the ripest, 
juiciest clearstone peaches. Put them 
Gn ice until ready to peel and crush. 
Have some lee broken the size of small 
marbles. Half fill deep, thin glasses 
with it, and lay on top three lumps of 


sugar wet with brandy. Fill with 
crushed peaches, and send to table with 
whipped cream on top.. Another way 
is to leave out the brandy and pour 
either claret or a dash of liquor over 
the fruit. Or a lemon may be squeez- 
ed over it, or it may be flooded with a 
creamy custard. In either of the last 
cases use powdered sugar plentifully 
on top of is 
Peach Pyramid—Peel and halve ripe 
clearstone ea. Lay enough of 
them on a flat dish with the hollows 
ayeere. Put in each 
sugar that bas been 
until it is well flavored, then add a 
small pe of peaches, and fill the hol- 
lows ewise. Continge until you 
have a pyramid. Squeeze the juice of 
two lemons over it, dust it thickly with 
powdered sugar, and keep cool until 


Compote of Peachee—Make « quart of 
strong foe tea. Add to it one and 
one-half pounds of sugar, and the julce 
and yellow rind of three lemons. Boil 
and skim well, then throw in afew at 
a time ripe clingstone peaches, peeled, 
but on the seed. Let them cook until 
tender, skim out and put in more peach- 
es, taking oare to keep them whole. 
When all are cooked heap them on 4 
handsome glass dish. Skim out the lem- 
on peel and add to the syrup enough 
gelatine, dissolved in cold water, to 
make a firm jelly. Pour the jelly in « 
shallow dish, and when hard out into 
shapes. Lay them over the peaches and 
put on top of all the ourls of lemon peel. 
Serve very cold. As good as it is pretty, 
for e high tea. ' 

Baked Peaches—Indian peaches are 
the best. Peel, but leave them whole, 
and atick twocloves ineach. Put them 
in @ baking dish, letting the sides touch 
cover them with sugar, dot all the top 
with lumps of butter, and bake in 
ateady, but not slow oven until done. 
Excellent cold or hot. The finest pos 
sible relish for game or fowl or roast 
pig. as well as a fine dessert. 

Peach Dumplings—Roll good 
paste into rounds six inches across. 
Shape the rounds into cups by pinch- 
ing up the edges. Set the cups in a 
baking pan. and put in each a big ripe 
peach on the seed. also a generous 
quantity of sugar and butter. If you 
like things very rich, use sweetcake 
dough instead of puff paste. Cook at 
the same heat aa biscuit. . When half 
done fill up the-cups with sugar and 
butter. Do not require sauce, but 
may be served with it. 

Peach and Tomato Salad—Take, half 
& dozen firm white peaches and as 
many firm red tomatoes. . Peel and 
quarter, not slice them, and set on ice. 
Put into a bowl a heaping teaspoon of 
sugar, a saltspoon of celery salt, one- 
quarter as much white pepper, a dust 
of cayenne pepper. and five drops of 
tabasco. Add to this alternately, a lit- 
tle at a time, and all the while stir- 
ring. four tablespoons of salad oil and 
juice of two limes. If properly mixed 
consistence of cream. 
Line your salad bow! with leaves of 
heart lettuce. Pile the peaches and 
tomatoes in the middle, mixing them 
agreeable. _ At the very last minute 
pour’ over them the dr . In serv- 
ing, put a spoonful of salad in the mid- 
dle of a lettuce leaf.

Barns and Lightning. 


tet 


Numerous theories have been ad- 
vanced by oir esteemed contempor- 
ies, says the Bubeaygeon Indepen- 
dent, to account for the large pro- 
portions of barns that are struck by 
lightning, as compared with houses. 
Mr, Smiff and the fish editor have 
been giving the question some little 
attention, and they are of opinion 
that the barns filled with hay or 
straw, that material heats in accord- 
ance with its state of dampness, and 
in giving out heat also evolves 
moisture. The consequence is» that 
from every barn there is a column 
of warm moist air ascending from 
its roof to a considerable altitude. 
On a calm day the column of warm 
and steam-laden air will rise to a 
height of several hundred feet, and 
the column is a perfect conductor of 
lightning. Therefore when a storm 
takes place that column of moist air 
conducts the electricity to the barn 
and up it goes. It was not without 
a considerable expenditure in mois- 
ture experiments that this decision 
was arrived at, and there may per- 
haps be something in it.

Tornado Brings Death and 
Destruction. 


Toronto and the district extend- 
ing south-westerly to St. Catharines 
were visited Monday afternoon by a 
terrific thunder and hailstorm, which 
assumed much of the character ot a 
tornado. The storm was less severe 
in the city than in the Niagara 
Peninsula, where it assumed the 
dimensions of a tornado. A huge 
fannel-shaped cloud swept along, 
entering St. Catharines from the 
north-west, demolishing a number 
of buildings, and, passing over the 
canal, struck Merritton with full 
fary, carrying with it destruction 
aud Geath, five persons being killed. 
outright and half a score injured, 
and dozens of structures either de- 
molished or badly wrecked. 

The tornado was due toa wind- 
storm from the north meeting a wind 
from the south, the latter being ten 
degrees higher in temperature oyer 
the Niagara Peninsula. The two 
lines of change of wind and change 
of temperature struck at St. Cath- 
arines, and the tornado was the 
result. 


St. Catharines, Sept. 26.—An im- 
mense amount of damage was oc- 
casioned in St. Catharines by the 
tornado.

MARCHAND DECLINED TO LEAVE. 


The London Daily Telegraph's Cairo 
correspondent, telegraphing on Mon- 
day says:—''General Kitchener found 
the French at Fashoda. He notified 
Major Marchand that he had express 
instructions that the territory was 
British, and that the French must re- 
tire, and offered them passage to 
Cairo.

No fighting 
occurred. Major Marchand was given 
clearly to understand that the Brit- 
ish insisted upon their claims, and the 
rest has been left to bs settled by 
diplomacy between the respective Gov- 
ernmenta.

DERVISH REMNANT DEFEATED. 


A despatch from Suakim, says:—The 
only organized remnant of the dervish 
army was defeated and its last strong- 
hold, Gedaref, captured on September 
22nd, after three hours’ hard fighting, 
when an Egyptian foros, the Kassala 
garrison, with a camel corps, number- 
ing 1,300, unger 
Parsons, routed 8000 dervishes, 
whom 500 were killed.

Ahmed Fedil succeeded to the com- 
mand of the Gedaref army after the 
defeat of the Dervishes under Ahmed 
Wed Ali, who was killed at Agordat 
by the Italians in November, 1983. 

HEROES OF OMDURMAN. 


A despatch from London, says:—It 
is reported that the War Office has 
granted to the Twenty-first. Lancers a 
short furlough in recognition of its 
bravery at Omdurman. Oiherwise the 
regiment would have gone direct from

THE MURDERED EMPRESS. 


LIFE OF ELIZABETH OF AUSTRIA, 
RECENTLY ASSASSINATED. 

She Wedded Frana dose When She Was 16. 
Verars Ola, Was a BReaatifal Weman and 
the Emperor as veted te Mer. Very 
Little te Be With Peblir 4ffatrs. 

Empress Elizabeth of Austria has 
been comspicuous for 

Europe for the persistent «efforts she 

haa made to avoid the officlal duties 

and functions pertaining to her posl- 
tion, and to lead her own life im her 


town way. This has lead to many ao- 


cusations of eccentricity against her, 
and at times to suspicion as to her 
sanity, which was strengthened by the 
fact that she was a member of the 
Wittelabach family, In which insanity 
repeatedly, the two 
beat known cases of late pears being 
the late King Ludwig Il. and the 
present mad King Otto. 
Her father was Maximilian Joseph, 
head of the Birkenfeld-Zweibrucken 
branch of the family, which before the 
French revolution ruled as independ- 
ent sovereigns over a small fregment 
of German territory. Since that, time 
ite lands have remained incorporated 
in the kingdom of Bavaria, while the 
family has retained its royal rank, its 
members being entitled Dukes and 
Ducheases in Bavaria, in Baiern. It 
was eo far removed from the succes- 
sion to the throne that Duke Maximl- 
lian waa able to give his children & 
sensible and unroyal education in 
the country, eothat nearly all of 
them, as they grew up, showed char- 
acter and independence and « readi- 
neas to do things that other prindes 
do not generally do. ‘The Empress’s 
eldest brother ls Duke Karl Theodor, 
who, after studying as F 
A PHYSICIAN AND AN GCULIST, 


haa established « private hospital on 
the Tegernaee, and has the reputation 
of being one of the best oculista liv- 
ing. (Another brother gave up his 
righta to the succession In order to 
marry the woman he loved. One sia- 
ter was the plucky ex-Queen of Nap- 
lea, who tried to make a man of the 
imbecile Francia Il., another was the 
Duchesse d’Alencon, who perished in 


the Bazar de Charite fire in the Rue} 4. 


Jean Gonjon at Paris lest year, and 
who, when a girl, refused to become 
Queen of Bavaria by marrying Lud- 
wig I. _ 

The murdered Empress was the sec- 
ond daughter of Duke Maximillan, 
and was born on Christmas eve of 
1837. She was therefore in her sixty- 
first year. Late into middle life she 
was held to be one of the most beauti- 
ful women in Europe, and she waa 
particularly proud of her long hair, 
falling to the ground, which she was 


i fond of wearing loose. even on public 


occasions. She was but a few months 
over 16 years of age, when she was 
married to the Emperor Franz Josef, 
in April, 1854. A romantic story is 
told of the marriage, which, on the 
Emperor's part at least, was a love 
match. His mother, the Archduch- 
eas Sophia, had decided that he should 
marry the eldeat daughter of Duke 
Maximilian, who subsequently became 
Princess Thurn und Taxis, and Franz 
Jowef, who throughout his life has 
been an easy-going man, was ready to 
comply with her wishes. He therefore 
visited his future father-in-law pre-~ 
paratory to the announcement of the 
engagement, but, before meeting his 
destined bride, caught sight of a 
young girl, hardly more than a child, 
in the woods,. and 
FELL VIOLENTLY IN. LOVE 

with her at once. On finding out 
that she, too, was a daughter of the 
Duke, he insisted that she should be 
his wife,and had his will in spite of 


‘his mother’s objections. 


The young Empress was received 


coldly by her mother-in-law and by) 


the court at Vienna. She found the 
etiquette and ceremonial irksome aft- 


ler the open-air life to which she had 


been accustomed, and never became 
reconciled to it. Her disinclination to 
submit to formalities increased in lat- 
er life, ao that in recent years she 
had rarely appeared at any court 
functions. She preferred Budapest and

As a result, 
she was never popular in the Austrian 


She bore her husband four cnudren, 
of whom two daughters are now living 
the Archduchess Gisela, married to 
Prince Leopold, second son of the 
Prince Regent of Bavaria, and the 
Archduchess Valerie, married to 
Archduke Frans Salvator of the Tus 
tany branch of the Hapsburgs.

When 
her husband was crownel King of 
Hungary. however, after the disasters 
of 18°6. the Hunmarions presented the 
old castle of Godollo to her; she took 
a liking to the place, where she was 
able to live the n-air life she lov- 
ed, and mt m of her time there. 
She was ad of animale, and especial- 
ly of horses, she wae called the. best 
horsewoman In Burope, and would 
ride at anything when hunting. She 
took great interest, too, in horse 


eding. . 
She withdrew more and more from 
court functions, and after the tragic

death of her only aon, the Crown 
Prince Radolf, waa rarely seen by the 
Viennese. She had drifted away from 
her hoshand. too as her children 
grew up. Through all her ecoentricl- 
thes and wanderings no breath of 
erandal ever teuched the Empress 
Elivabeth, the same cannot be rm of 
the Emperor, Her hatit of taking 
long journeys outside of Austria be 
gan long before her son's death. For 
years she went to England and to 
Ireland during the bunting season 
and by her reckless riding 
SEEMED TO COURT DEATH. 

The crew of her yacht, the Miramar, 
in which she cruised about the Medi- 
terranean, learned to expect to «ail 
whenever the weather was stormy. In 
whatever exercise she took up her eo- 
deavor seemed to be to tire herself 
out. The disgraceful cireumatances 
surrounding the Crown Prince's death 
at Meyerling. whether it was the re- 
eult a duel, a murder or « auicida. 
made her atill more anxious to avoid 
men's eyes, She spent large sume of 
money in building chapela to has 
memory in different parta of the em- 
pire.

This the doctors al- 
s® stopped this spring, and a few 
weeks it was announced that the 
rheumatism from which she suffered 
was incurable and must lead to her 
death within a few months. The Em- 
press’s eccentricities and her long 
withdrawals from society have repeat- 
edly led to a report that she had be- 
come inaane and was confined in an 
asylum. She preserved her-fine fig- 
ure and much of her beauty to the 
last. She came out of retirement, 
making her first appearance at 4 
court function, last spring when at a 
court ball two of her granddaughters 
were introduced to society.

Fora Nation te ton: enmanail for Conti 
genctes, ‘ 


There ts no ground for believing that 
until the human race ends war will 
end, or for supposing that the feelings 
which really cause war will ever be 
extinguished by arbitration, or that 
emal!l armies will ever again do the 
work of large, says the London Specta- 
tor. The nations must, therefore, if 
they are to be aafe, be organized for 
war, and the object, in the interest of 
their permanent happiness, is to re 
duce the burden, and the misery, and 
the waste involved in that great fact 
to the léwest practicable point. Noth- 
ing would reduce it so much as certain- 
ty that exceedingly short training, 
training which our grandfathers would 
have considered worthless, is sufficient 
to furnish an army with good rank and 
file, #o that, in fact, the barracks may 
not be required for the military pre- 
paration of the masses of a people. 
Even a German army would think the 
conquest of Switzerland a serious un- 
dertaking, and there are in Switzer 
land no private soldiers by profession, 
except artillery. Even in the best dis- 
ciplined regular armies the duration 
of actual service with the colours has 
our own time been extraordinarily 
reduced, and. we see little evidence in 
the Franco-German war that compara- 
tively raw rearnits are so much worse 
soldiers than the older men in the re- 
iments. The Americans have tested 
the theory for us again, and they have 
found that with good officers and an 
able: staff three months’ instruction 
turns out men competent to fight great 
battles against regulars, and the prob- 
lom approaches much nearer solution. 
Bvery nation could defend itself if 
three months’ drill would make sol- 
diera, for every nation if it pleases can 


| afford artillery, supply departments,

A HORSELESS FIRE-ENGINE. 


eee 


Steam fire engines aa used up to 
the present time hare not enabled fire- 
men to compete with fires either effec. 


tually or rapidly, although the volange 


of the jet is infinitely more consider. 
able than that of the band fire en- 
gine. 

With « petroleum  automotor fire 
engine (the firet idea of which is sald 
to be due to Leon Porteau, lieutenant 
of the Rennes firemen), the numerous 
inconveniences of the steam engine 
drawn by horses are considerably mini- 
mized. M. Porteau’s first patent is 
now some years old, but, thanks to his 
energy and perseverence, he has at 
length succeeded in constructing a po- 
troleum automoter fire engine which 
is likely to have a big future before 
it. The engine is composed of a frame 
in steel sections, mounted as usual on 
wheels, with the difference—that the 
front axle is « direotor, aa with near- 
ly all the automotor carriages. Tee 
hind the driver's seat is the motor, 
with four oylinders of Cambler & 
Co.'s make placed longitudinally. The 
main shaft drives by means of mitre 
and bevel wheels, an intermediate 
shaft, on which is mounted gear, 
sprocket wheels, etc. This immediate 
shaft also gears with the pump shaft. 
The water for cooling the motor cylin- 
ders is carried in a tank, and when 
the pumps are running @ connection 
from the pump-pressure chamber easily 
replenishes the tormer. 

The power developed by the motor ia 
80—B horses power; this projecta a 
stream of water the volume of which 
is about 400 to 500 gallons per minute, 
under a pressure of a hundred and fit- 
ty pounds per square inch. For ignit- 
ing the charges in the motor cylinders, 
and also for giving a powerful light 
on the scene of the operations, a amall 
storage battery is carried, which, when 
charged, suffices for an eight hours’ 
expedition. It is eaay to see the great 
advantages of petroleum automotor 
fire engines. If kept in perfect con- 
dition they can be set in motion in a 
few seconds after the alarm has been 
given. The starting occupy but a 
minute or eo, the arrival on the scene 
of the fire oan be effected in fifteen 
minutes sooner than the most rapid 
steam engines. The run can be made 
at an average speed of nine to ten 
miles per hour. Immediately on ar- 
rival at the acene of the fire the wehi- 
cle is brought to a standstill, and the 
motor, which has been stopped, sets the 
pumps in motion, and as soon as the 
hose is unrolled and connected with 
the water pipes, the pumping engine 
can give out its greatest duty. This 
sort of engine as tested by trials, can 
attack 
er than an ordinary steam engine well 
kept and well worked. This difference 
in time can in almost every case pre- 
vent an extension of the fire, and, 
thanks to the Porteua system, consid- 
erable disasters can be avoided in fu- 
ture. We commend this notice to the 
London county council fire brigade 
as it is simply not true to state pub- 
licly that there, are no efficient auto- 
motor fire and make this 
Btatement an excuse for the ‘laisse: 
faire,” polloy of the council in the mat- 
ter of fira prev ntion.

Perhaps many will think that the 
fall of the year la not the proper time 
te water trees, but the fact ie It is 
much more important that orchard 
land should be thoroughly flooded 


son, expecially if the latter part of the 
saromer and early autumn has been ex~ 
tremely dry. If the ground is al- 
lowed to freeze about the trees without 
the application of moisture. the 
chances are life will be extinet by the 
following spring. There is a great 
deal of talk about dry summers killing 
ornamental and fruit trees. In my 
opinion it is mot the dry summer, but 
the lack of moisture just before the 

round freezes. ‘This being the case, 

te eutumn ia the time to water, and 
by so doing the trees will come out

STORY ABOUT DREYFUS. 


THIS CELEBRATED CASE MAY CAUSE 
A GREAT WAR. 


Mistery of the Trial and Puntahment of the 


French Officer Whe is te be He Tried— b 


@thers tm the Case, 

For yearsthe sale of information of 
French military plans by officers in 
confidential positions has been sus- 
pected. Military secrets have become 
known repeatedly, and the greatest | 
trouble is that they have become 
known to Germany, between which 
country and France the score of Al- 
sace and Loraine is still unsettled. | 


of 184, Col. Henry, who has just con- 
fessed and killed himself, notified the 
Minister of War that certain docu- 
ments had been sold to foreign pow- 
ers. He declined to disclose his m- 
formant’s name. All that he could 
Say was that his informant was a 
trustworthy person. 

A rigid surveillance wasestablished 
over the employes of the War Depart- 
ment. Nothing waa discovered. Subse- 
quently a document, a memorandum 
of papers in the War Department, 
which was said to have been found in 
the waste paper basket ef the German 
Embassy, was placed in the hands of 
the Minister of War. It was examined 
by experts-in handwriting. Two of 


them thought that it had been written | 
Treatment by Cupt. Dreyfus. Three others thought | 


it was an imitation. The only other 


evidence against Capt. Dreyfus was the 


Statement of Commandant Du Paty | 
de Clam, that when he had examined 
the prisoner he noticed facial move- 
ments that indicated guilt. 


THE ACCUSATION. 


Alfred Dreyfus was a captain at- 
tached to the Fourteenth Regiment of 


Artillery of France, and was detailed to_ 


duty at the Ministry of War in Paris. 
He was a Jew, and religious animosity 
early entered into the case. The spe- 
cific charge against Captain Dreyfus 
was that he had sold to Germany for 
$00,000 francs, $96,500, information re~ 
garding the French army. The proof 
offered was a letter without date or 
signature, said to be in the handwrit- 
ing of the accused captain, containing 
alist of five other documents relating 
to secret details of the French service, 
and alleged to have been seen with it. 
This is the famous “borderaeu.” It 
was torn in four pieces when found. 
Traaslated into English, it read :— 
“Having no news from ‘you, I do not 
know what to do. I send you in the 
meanwhile the condition of the forts. I 
also hand you the principal passages 
of the firing instructions. If you de- 
sire the rest, I shall have them copied. 
The document is precious. The in- 
structions have been given only to offi- 
cers ofthe general staff. I leave for 
the manoeuvers.” 


4 MYSTBRIOUS LETTER. 


This document was the only direct 
proof. At the end of his trial, how- 
ever, & mysterious letter was brought 
in, read by the judge, but not shown 
to the prisoner or his counsel. This 


mysterious letter, is one which Col. 
Henry now confesses forging. It is one 
of three letters said to have passed 
between Col. Schwarzkoppen, late Gen- 
man military attache in Paris, and 
Col. Panizzardi, Italian military at- 
tache there, containing allusion to 
military information, furnished by one 
“D.” It reads as follows, and was al- 
leged to have been sent by the German 
to the Italian military attache: — 

“T have read that a deputy is going to | 
make aninterpellation on Dreyfus. If | 
(here the letter is unintelligible) I shall | 
say that never have I had relations | 
with this Jew. That is understood. if. 
you are asked, say the same, for no~' 
body must ever know what has oc- 
curred with him.” 

All the while that Dreyfus was on | 
trial on the charge of having sold se- 
erets to the German Government, it 
was maintained by the government 
that France had not been betrayed to} 
it. It is even said that Emperor Wil-| 
liam wrote to M. Casimir-Perier, giving | 
his wordof honor asaman that Drey~ 
fus had not betrayed France for the 
German Government, adding that, if 
necessary, he would give “his word as 
an emperor, with all its consequen~ 
ces. The Germans denied all know- 
leige of the documents. 

HIS PUNISHMENT. 

The farcical secret trial of Dreyfus 
hasbeen .repeatedly described. He was. 
kept in close confinement from the 
time of his arrest until his conviction. 
not even his wife being allowed to see | 

: the morning of January 5. | 
1895, on the parade ground of the Ecole |

while pale and tremiJing he asserted | 
his innocence, Dreyfus was led about | 
the square. black with people, the | 
druma rolling and the Parisian mob 
erying “Death to the traitor!” 

In the hope that Dreyfus would com- 
mit suicide before being transported. 
every opportunity was given to him by 
his keepers, who left a loaded revolver 
near him. He made no attempt upon 
is life. 

HIS IMPRISONMENT. 

Dreyfus’ imprisonment began in the 
fortress of the Ile de Re, off th ecoast 
of France but this was too ntar home, 
and he was taken tothe De du Diable, 
off the coast of French Guiana. The

|colony, desolate and full of malaria. | 


In addition to being confined where 
the climate breeds death. the French 
Government, fearing attempts to res-

Many efforts were made to detect the | cage around bis hut in the middle of

There he is watched night and day, 
asleep or awake. , 

Persistent efforts have been made to 
re-open the case. The Government has 
always held it to be a chose jugee, 
taking the.ground that any revision 
was an impeachment of the honor of 


ithe army. The wife of Captain Drey- 


fus pleaded with the Gear of Russia, 
the Pope, Franz Josef of Austria, 
Emperor William and the King of 
Greece to intercede for her. They did, 
but without avail, for the French 
Chamber of Deputies refused to 

open the case. This pressure, how- 
ever, had the effect of causing Gen. 
Mercier,, the Minister of War, who 
was largely responsible for the bring- 
ing to trial of Dreyfus, to make some 
disclosures in regard to the secret 
court martial. Through the news- 
‘papers he desoribed the letter which 
{ Belaael Henry now admits forging as 
| proof conclusive of Dreyfus’ guilt. 


THOUGHT TO BE INNOCENT. 


Last November, the excitement in 
Paris reached fever heat from the fact 
that M. Scheurer-Kestner, vice-presi- 
ident of the French Senate, had ex- 


| pressed his firm conviction of Drey- 


| fus’ innocence, and declared that his 
conviction was a judicial error. M. 
Scheurer-Kestner further declared 
that a rich and titled officer, well 
, known in Paris society, had been: re- 
quested to resign in consequence of 
the continued leaking of military se- 
orets since the imprisonment of rey- 
fus. He also declared that this officer 
was theauthor ofthe unsigned letter 
or bordereau which led to Dreyfus’ con- 
demnation. 

This man was Count Ferdinand Wal- 
sin Esterhazy, formerly a major in 
the French infantry. Others too 
matter upamong them Mathieu Drey- 
fus a brother of the captain, and Par 
Wasagain stirred to the core. It was 
charged that Dreyfus, being of Hebrew 
extraction, the plot was concocted as 
& blackmailing scheme against him in 
1893, when an anti-Semitic movement 
swept over Europe. Dreyfus and his 
wife both being wealthy, it was 
charged that the documents were 
forged in order to bleed him and his 
wife. 

A beautiful adventuress also was 
said to have been used as go-between 
and a catspaw by the blackmailers, 
Her house was the resort of several 
French officers and foreign diplomats. 
It was alleged that Dreyfus had eall- 
ed at her house several times by invi- 
tation, and there a plan for the mobi- 
lization of troops in a clever imita- 
tion of his handwriting was produced. 
Captain Dreyfus, it was said, refused 
to pay the sum demanded, knowing it 
would be an admission of his guilt and 
would furnish grounds for further ex~ 
tortion.; : 


ZOLA COMES INTO IT. 


Esterhazy was subjected to a secret 
enquiry lasting several weeks, then 
was tried by court-martial and ac- 
quitted. 

All the while Emile Zola had taken 
& great interest in the Dreyfus case, 
and at the close of the Esterhazy trial 
wrote his famous J’accuse, an open let~ 
ter to President Faure. [t was pub 
lished inthe Aurora, and Zola and M. 
Perreux, the publisher, were arrested, 
They were tried last February atthe 
Seine Assises for criminally libeling 
the officers ofthe Esterhazy court

ment anda fine of 3.000 franca. 

Zola appealed andthe Court of Cas- 
sation annulled the verdict on tech- 
nical grounds.
